There  is  some  disagreement  as  to  who  the  father  cf  major  Thornes  Hooker  was 
but  the  general  opinion  is  that  he  was  Kymcric  Hooker  who  is  listed  in  the 
1790  Census  (North  Carolina) ■ as  haying  4  boys  and  1  girl.  Hookers  still  liv¬ 
ing,  in  the  south  sev  that  these  5  children  wore :  IHlliom,  Fhmcas__,  Datnan, 
Hymeric, (Jr. )  and  Mary.  This  aforementioned  Thomas  was  undoubtedly  one  and 
the  same  as  the  Major  Thomas  who  was  our  ancestor  Samuel’s  father.  If  so,  and 
I  believe  he  was,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  this  Thomas  and  his  brother 
Hymeric  Jr.  era  credited  with  the  laying  out  of  Hooker ton,  N.C.  It  is  also 
known  that  the  Hookers  lived  in  Rutherford  Co  Tenn.  for-  Scrauel  Roomer’s  o  - 
ituarv  notice  states  that  he  was  born  in  Murphysboro  (Murfreesboro)  lenn.^ot

Accord- 
ing  to  Vistulia  Settles  (*  o  12),  Elizabeth  ■iiughes  had  a  sister  Susan  Hughes 
who  married  a  man  ?/hose  first  name  was  Fee  ley  or  Neiley,  and  his  last  name 
was  Bills  (may  have  been  spelled  Biles). 

Indiana  records  show  that  Samuel  Hooker  v/as  constable  for  Vs.nderburg  Co. 
Indiana  in  1352,  (He  arrested  a  man  for  stealing  a  horse  at  that  time. T  Sam¬ 
uel’s  obituary  notice  states  that  he  came  to  Illinois  in  1855.  The  notice  al¬ 
so  mentions  that  he  had  been  a  Baptist  for  a  good  many  years  until  four  years 
before  his  death  when  he  united  with  the  Christian  Church  of  Rushville,  Ill, 
Information  from  various  relatives  indicate  that  at  different  times  in* his 

life  Samuel  lived  in  Schuyler,  Hancock,  Scott,  131 ton  and  McDonough  Counties 

Illinois,

Samuel  Hooker  married  on  August  25,  1830  in  Vanderburg  County,  Indiana, 
to  Elisabeth  Hughes.  (  'er  tombstone  in  the  Howell  Graveyard 
south  of  Sugar  Grove,  near  Rushviile,  Ill. ,  says  she  died 
March  24,  1879  at  the  age  of  69  years  and  6  months,  so  accord¬ 
ing  to  this  she  would  have  been  born  Oct,  24,  1310.  (  Her  grand¬ 
son  Daniel  Irwin,  recalls  her  saying  that  she  was  born  in 
Tennessee,  but  her  granddaughter  Vistulia  Settles  thinks  her 
grandmother  was  born  in  North  Carolina.)  Samuel  Hooker  died 
Sept.  6,  1890  in  Rushviile,  Illinois,  and  is  buried  in  the 
Rushviile  Cemetery.
